WASHINGTON ‘NOT SO BAD 
AS PICTURED,’ JURY REPORTS 


Prohibition Conditons “No Worse 
and Probably Better Than in 
Other Sections.“ 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Con- 
cluding an extraordinary session of 
three months, which included a 
special investigation of the liquor 
situation in Washington, a Federai 
grand jury reported today that 
“the nation’s capital is not the vice- 
ridden, lawless community that it 
has been pictured. 

The grand jury had before it, 
among other cases, that of the cele- 
brated Wall street booze party“ 
and Senator Brookhart of Iowa. 
who denounced this party as hav- 
ing been a wet affair, was among 
the witnesses heard. In addition 
it conducted the investigation into 
charges that liquor could be pur- 
chased all over the city. 

“While there are numerous viola 
tions of the prohibition law in the 
District of Columbia, conditions are 
certainly no worse and are proba- 
bly better than those existing in 
other sections of the Untied States,” 

the report said. 

“We feel. however, that a large 
number of the cases of crime pre- 
sented before this body are direct- 
ly or indirectly attributable to vio- 
lations of the national prohibition 
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complete co-operation on the part 
of the public in general in the en-

Congressman Kunz, who had 
been summoned to appear before 
the grand jury in the investiga- 
tion of alleged sale of policemen’s 
jobs, last night departed for Wash- 
ington. 

Lavin had said the jurors would 
question Roman Trochowski and 
his two brothers, Emil and Walter, 
concerning the money Roman 
charges he gave the Congressman 
in return for assistance in trying 
to get on the police foree, Kunz 
has denied the money was an at- 
tempt to use influence and said it 
was a loan which ios since been 
repaid.

Inquest Verdict; Warrant. 

A Coroner’s jury today returned 
a verdict holding the youth for his 
father’s death. A temporary war- 
rant, charging murder in ‘the first 
degree. was issued by the Circuit, 
Attorney’s office, but the case will 
not go to the grand jury until the 
alienists have made their report. 
If declared insane, he probably will 
be placed in a State hospital and 
kept under restraint. 


Dark - eyed, serious faced, 
Schumm sat with his eyes on the 
floor during the inquest. He showed 
slight interest in the proceedings. 
Once, when Special Officer Ed 
Walsh was ‘repeating Mrs. 
Schumm’s story of the strange con- 
ference in the Schumm living roam 
that began with discussion of re- 
ligious -beliefs and ended in mur- 
der, he looked up and frowned. 

Throughout the hearing, Miss 
Elsa Winkler, 4753 Idaho ave- 


nue, a 16-year-old girl with brown 
curls hanging to her shoulder, sat 


in a corner of the jury room be- 
tween her parents and wept. She 
had turned over to Schumm, on 
Saturday afternoon, her father’s 
.82-caliber revolver, which the stu- 
dent said he wanted to use for 
“target practice.“ 


The revolver was not produced 
at the inquest. Schumm, after his 
wounded mother wrested the 
weapon from him and pulled the 
trigger several times to make sure 
it contained no other bullets, re- 
covered the weapon and left his 
father’s house with it. In his fa- 
ther’s automobile ne drove to a 
point halfway across ‘the Free 
Bridge, he said, and flung the emp- 
ty weapon into the river. Later he 
went to the home of Roy A. Burch. 
a close friend, at 3637 Dover place, 
where he was arrested. 

Schumm, an honor. graduate of 
Cleveland High School last June, 
was studious and an omnivorous 
reader. In addition to keeping 
up with his courses at the Univer- 
jsity of Illinois he read widely.

Board Declared for Cost 
of Plant as Rate-Making 
Base. 7

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. — The 
United Railways & Electric Co. 
won in the United States Supreme 
Court today its fight with the 
‘Maryland Public Service Commis- 
sion over street car fares in Bal- 

The Commission was reversed 
by the court in its contention that 
‘the cost of the railway property 
should be used in fixing street car 
fares, the Court holding the pres- 
ent value should be the determin- 
ing factor. 

The case was sent back for fur- 
ther proceedings in accordance 
with the opinion. 

After several increases in fare 
the street car company obtained 
from a lower court an order to 
charge a 10-cent cash fare, but 
was required to sell four tokens for 
85 cents, and to operate its Hale- 
thorpe extension on a one-fare 
basis. 


The company appealed to the 
Supreme Court, contending it was 
entitled to charge a straight 10- 
cent fare and also should be per- 
mitted to charge more than one 
fare on the Halethorpe extension. 

The Maryland Public Service 
Commission contested, and also ap- 
pealed to the highest court, chal- 
lenging the methods used by the 
lower court in valuing the com- 
pany’s property. 

Justice Holmes and Brandeis 
dissented, explaining that the ma- 
jority of the court had decided 
against four tokens for 35 cents as 
confiscatory, whereas they thought 
four tokens at that price would 
have been compensatory and not 
confiscatory. ) 

The United Railways & Electric 
Co. of Baltimore operates under a 
perpetual franchise and based its 
appeal to the Supreme Court on the 
usual plea of franchised utilities, 
that on present value of its rrop- 
rerty existing rates were confifca- 
tory. The Maryland Public Serv 
ice Commission undertook to fix 
rates to give a fair return on the 
value of the property as found by 
the commission, but was ordered 
by the Federal courts to give 
greater consideration to reprocdur- 
tion cost and to increase the fare 
from 8 cents to 10 cents. The 
commission issued the order in 
compliance with the court’s man- 
date, but appealed to the Supreme 
Court to reverse the lower court.

Then, leaving the door 
open so the.dector might enter, he 
ran out to his father’s automobile 
and sped from the house, 
Tells of Desire to Kill. 


After throwing away the car- 
tridges he had bought and flinging 
the weapon into the river from the 
Free Bridge. Schumm said he went 
to the Burch house. Burch mean- 
while had gone to the Schumm 
residence and had found the elder 
Stumm dead. Mrs. Burch asked 
the youth what he had done, but 
he did not reply. He entered the 
Burch house and was waiting in a 
chair when the police came. 

Calmly Schumm told Police Cap- 
tain White of the Mounted Dis- 
trict of a strange desire to kill that 
had suddenly entered his mind. 

„I was sitting in a barber chair 
Saturday afternoon when I felt an 
urge to kill.“ the youthful slayer 
told police. “No, it wasn't an urg® 
to kil] anybody in particular, but 
just to kill. We have no weapon 
ot any sort dt home, so I called 
to see my girl, Elsa Winkler, and 
asked her about a weapon. I told 
her I wanted to get in some tar- 
get practice. She gave me her fa- 
ther’s revolver and I took it home 
and put it in a bureau drawer. 

„I couldn't overcome this desire 
to kill. I carried the revolver 
with me that night when I went 
to call on Elsa. I had it in the 
pocket of the machine on my way 
to Elea’s and on my way back. 
When I got home I took the re- 
volver into the bathroom with me. 
I looked at it and thought about 
killing. The desire to kill was 
very strong. I came out of the 
bathroom and went into the living 
room and I called my parents in 
there and then I fired first at my 
father.” 

Boy Astonishingly Calm. 

Coroner Dever and police who 
examined Schumm were astonished 
at the youth's coolness. More 
than once, as police questioned him, 
Schumm glanced coldly at them 
and said: “Why ask me, why don't 
you investigate, that’s what you're 
paid to do.” When he reached 
the Coroner’s office, he asked for 
a book to read.

Showed No Trace of Abnormality, 
Says U. of Dlinois Dean.

He was asked what features of 
the story that the dog had been 
subjected to atrocities led him to 
question it. raise 

“Hirst, what could be the me- 
tive?” he responded. Second, a 
dog in the gangrenous condition 
déseribed could not have run up 
and down the street as that dog 
was said to do. Third, why should 
a woman driving past see the dog 
when others walking did not see 
it? 

Someone Must Have Seen It, 

“That alley ie narrow. If the 
dog was on Coleman street it must 
have been passed by a large num- 
ber of persons coming to clinics at 
that time of the morning, and 
none of them saw it. It must have 
been there for 30 or 45 minutes. if 
a woman saw it, and drove down 
to Sixteenth and Carr streets, and 
Séllar drove back out and found it. 

“Why did the woman drive all 
that distance? Why didn't she 
walk into the hospital and tele- 
phone, or ask physicians to care 
for. this sick dog? ! 

“According to the story, the dog 
was in that state for several days 
and nobody saw it. The ne'ghbor- 
hood is full of chjidren, Anybody 
who knows anything about dogs 
knows that they scek help when 
they ure in distress. Other dogs 
would have followed it about. 

“That dog would never have 
stopped fighting. It would have:

BROOKHART OFFERS BILL 
FORBIDDING SHORT SELLING 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.— Bills to 
create a new Federal Reserve co- 
operative banking system, to pro- 
hibit short selling on stock anf 
grain exchanges, and to license 
corporations éngaged in interstate 
commerce were introduced today 
by Senator Brookhart (Rep.) Iowa. 

The bill to license corporations 
would limit earnings to 5 per cent 
of the capital investment and 
would provide that excess profits 
be turned over to the Treasury De- 
partment. Licenses would be is- 
sued by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission after statements of invest- 
mont. commercial transactions; 
gross and net earnings and salaries 
of managing officers were filed. 

Short selling on the exchanges 
would be made unlawful by for- 
bidding the use of mails to com- 
munications having to do with or- 
ders and payments.

TO WORLD'S FAIR HERE, DIES 


Succumbs at Oarmel, Cal., His 
Brother-in-Law, Charlies Col- 
lins, St. Louis, is Informed. 

- News of the death of Francis A. 
Carl, vice commissioner from 
China to the St. Louis World's Fair. 
was received today by his brother- 
in-law, Charles Collins, 3103 Eads

Mr. Carl, who was 68 years old, 
and who was in the service of the 
Chinese Government more than 40 
years, died at Carmel, Cal, near 
San Francisco, of a malady which 
caused his return to the United 
States two years ago.

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SHAT PLEASANT, Md., Jan. 6.— 
Herman Brady, whose wife, Naomi 
Hall Brady. was killed by a bomb 
sent to her in the wrappings of a 
Christmas present, was held today 
with his brother, Leroy Brady, by 
police investigating the tragedy.

With members of the family clus- 
teréd about her, she tore off the 
wrappings and as she did so the 
bomb exploded in her hands, in- 
flicting wounds which caused her 
death a short while afterward. 
Later, her infant brotper and a 4- 
year-old sister died from injuries 
suffered in the explosion.

HAVANA, Jan. 6.— The 
amendment was invoked yesterday 
in an appeal to United States Am- 
bassador Harry F. Guggenheim in 
behalf of two newspaper men al- 
leged to have been illegally impris- 
oned at Santiago de Cuba. The ap- 
peal was made by Gen. Francisco 
Peraza, former revolutionary lead- 
er, who now is active in the Naci- 
onalista party. : 

His letter to the Ambassador 
said: There have been arrested by 
the military authorities in Santiago 


de Cuba two newspaper men of 
that city who are politically op- 
posed to the Machado (the Presi- 
dent) regime. The arrests were 
contrary to the laws of the repub- 
lic and the only charge made was 
that they had publishd in their 
newspapers and commented upon 
an article published yesterday in 
the Hanava newspaper Diario de la 
Marina relative to the proposal of 
President Machado to modify again 


the Constitution. 


“The detained are persons known 
throughout Cuba. One of them, 
Carlos Delunde, has been a Con- 
gressman, while the other, Roger 
de Lauria, has worked on the chief 
newspaprs of Cuba. 

“This arbitrary method of the 
Government is contrary to the Con- 
stitution and laws, which confer on 
the courts and civil authorities the 
rights ordinarily of enforcing laws 
and punishing violators without in- 
terference by the military, and the 
lack of respect of rights has inten- 
sified the discontent in our coun- 
try. It is dangerous to such high 
degree that you and your Gov- 
ernment can not possibly escape 
penetrating into our affairs. 

“The Platt amendment obligates 
the United States to offer guaran- 
tees to all Cubans against. dicta- 
torial power. Believing in the 
strength of this law, I ask and beg 
of you to protect the detained men 
in the exercise of their individual 
rights and to interpose in prevent- 
ing attempts on their lives, a thing 
which is considered possible in- 
asmuch as I am advised that these 
men this morning were ordered 
moved from the military prison in 
Santiago to Havana instead of 
being allowed to remain in Santi- 
ago to face charges under the civil 
court as the legal procedure calls 
for.” 


GUARD AT SEIZED LIQUOR SHIP 
SUSPENDED FOR DRUNKENNESS 


Customs Agent Had Been Keeping 
Watch Over Craft in Which 
Three Were Killed.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan. 6.— 
Investigation into reports ot 
drunkenness and displaying of 
weapons by Edward F. Foley, 61- 
year-old customs agent who was 
guarding the liquor runner Black 
Duck at Pawtuxet Cove, has 
brought his suspension by W. W.

Disclosure over the week-end 
hat the French statesmen are 
willing to limit construction in the 
near future is taken here as a 
most promising sign after the re- 
tent strong pronouncement of 
French National policy. The Amer- 
cans will go to London with the 
ipposition that ft will be possi- 
dle to translate this promise into 
ctual treaty terms. 

Japan’s Cruiser Demands.

LONDON, Jan. 5.—When high 
énvoys of the United States, the 
British ‘Empire, France, Italy and 
Japan assemble on Jan. 21 in the. 
royal gallery of the House of 
Lords to inaugurate the five-Pow- 
er armaments conference, another 
chapter can be written in the 
eventful publie career of Charles 
Gates Dawes, Ambassador Extraor- 
dinary and plenipotentiary to the 


historic Court of St. James. 

“Ambassador Extraordinary” is 
formal diplomatic parlance, but in 
this particular case the title fits 
the subject with rare exactness. - 

The Ohio-born banker, soldier, 
former Vice President, internation- 
al negotiator and even composer, 
to whom Chicago is home, certain- 
ly is not formal and he makes no 
claims as a diplomatist, in the ac- 
cepted sense of the word, but he 
is nevertheless an “Ambassador 
Extraordinary.” 

Tm no diplomatist, but I’ve had 
a lot of experience,” Dawes told 
reporters on his arrival in London 
last June. 

An Extraordinary American. 

As chief of Uncle Sam’s most 
important diplomatic mission 
abroad, he has lived up to his repu- 
tation as an extraordinary Ameri- 
can. a 

For six months Ambassador 
Dawes has been engaged with the 
preliminaries of the approaching 
armaments conference. Whether 
success or failure attentis the nego- 
tiations, much credit will go to 
him for building, or at least assem- 
bling, in Europe the conference 
machine. 

This labor has called into play 
from the moment of his arrival in 
England the Ambassador’s intense 
activity, forcefulness, cptimism and 
good will in carrying out the offi- 
cial mission assigned to him dy 
President Hoover. The First Lord 
of the Admiralty, A. V. Alexander, 
summed up what seemed to be 
Great Britain’s valuation of Dawes 
when he told of his own first im- 
pression of the Ambassador on the 
occasion of his first inaugural] pub- 
lic address in this country. “This 
fellow means business,” said Alex- 
ander. 

He not only meant business., but 
a new and human informality in 
the conduct of American foreign 
relations as handled by the London 
Embassy.

In response to the objec- 
tion that might be raised to such 
a view, it may be said that a 
thought pattern may be better or 
worse as judged by its influence 
upon men’s attitudes toward each 
other, upon the direction of their 
striving and upon the conduct of 
their lives. 

If for no other reason, Joad’s

The International paid $9,400,- 
000 for the McElwain company, 
which it claimed was insolvent. It 
asserted this prevented the New 
Engiand company from being 
thrown into bankruptcy, and had 
the effect of keeping its factories 
operating. 

The commission held the pur- 
chase tends to substantially de- 
crease competition and constituted 
a violation of the Clayton act. 

Justice Stone -dissented, stating 
the commission's finding was based 

upon substantial evidease and 
should have been suporte 1. Justice 
Holmes and Brandeis concurred 
with Stone. 

The first announcement of the 
absorption of the W. H. McElwain 
Co. of Boston by the International 
Shoe Co. was made in May, 1921. 
This was soon after a reorganiza- 
tion of the capital stock structure 
of the International Shoe Co., 
which made its capital valuation 
about $41,000,000. The MeElwain 
company was capitalized at $13.- 
100,000. The McElwain company 
had 10 shoe factories, four materia! 
factories and two tanneries, in New 
England. 

The plan was approved by stock- 
holders of the McElwain company, 
who were to receive International 
Shoe stock in exchange for their 
holdings. 

Frank C. Rand, president of the 
International, ih a statement issued 
at the time, said the purpose of the 
merger was to give additional fa- 
cilities for manufacture and dis- 
tribution, and to make possible 
standardization in methods Of tan- 
ning leather and producing shoes. 
He expressed the opinion that the 
economies resulting would make it 
possible to sell better shoes at low- 
er prices to retailers. 


The Federal Trade Commission 


filed its complaint in 1923, alleging 
violation of the spirit of the Clay, 
ton anti-trust act. The order for 
divestment of the International's 
holdings in the McElwain company 
was issued in 1925. but was sus- 
pended pending a decision by the 
Supreme Court.

SUPREME COURT RULES ON TAX 
ON INHERITED SECURITIES 


Difference in Value at Time of 
Death and Time of Sale Declared 
Under Levy. 
WASHINGTON. Jan. 6. — The 
Supreme Court held today that the 
difference in value in securities at 
ahe time of death and the value at 
the time of sale of such inherited 
property constitutes taxable in- 
come. The test case was brought 
by E. Franklin Brewster from 

Western New York. 

Brewster had appealed from a 
ruling of the Internal Revenue 
Commissioner who had been sus- 
tained by lower courts. 

He insisted the tax shoyld be 
levied only on the difference in 
value at the time he received the 
securities and the time of sale, 
holding considerable time had 
elapsed since his father’s death and 
the time the securities actually 
came into his possession. 

The point has deen raised in a 
number of cases involving 1 
amounts of money.

in ample quantities for a well-bal- 
anced diet, whereas milk, cream, 
cheese, fruits and vegetables played 
too small a part in the diet. The 
280 of cereals was variable the 
study showed. 

Comparison of the nutritive 
value of diets planned by dietitians 
with those by persons untrained in 
food values shows that the dieti- 
tians’ diets were more nearly ade- 
quate in every respect. ‘They used 
meat, fish, eggs, milk, cream 
cheese, fruits and vegetables more 
freely and ceréals, fatty foods, 
sweets and miscellaneous foods less 
freely than the person untrained in 
food values. The economy prac- 
ticed by the 250 institutions in- 
cluded in the study is to be com- 
mended. On the whole they fur- 
nished diets adequate in every re- 
spect on one-fourth to one-third 
less money than did the institutions 
previously reported. 

Generally speaking. the bureau 
says, the cost of food in the insti- 
tutions studied is not excessive. It 
averages from 40 to 45 cents per
